Kisilev’s speech,

A Look 
At the Country 


Out of Birmingham the big C-54 was about 

half filled. A pained airline official told me that 

Americans, after traveling feverishly all through 

the war years, pagking trains and scrambling for airline reserva- 
tions, have started staying at home. 

Train and air travel started going off in late September and 
now 1s about 30 percent off its wartime peaks. Hotel rooms may 
now be had, even in Washington where the leading hostelries are 
closed by strikes.

gone fram faces in airports and at railway stations, 

From the air Pittsburgh is a fabulous city. 

From the earth-bound view it still is. 

Dirty, smoky, gritty and sooty, it nevertheless is a mighty, pulsing 
city. From the plane one sees perhaps at every point of the compass 
the towering flame of some furnace where steel is being pouret. 
Tall, smoking stacks, the maze of railway tracks about the city 
goes off into the many valleys and passes through the foothills of 
the Allegheny Mountains on which Pittsburgh sprawls. Along the 
Allegheny and Monongahela rivers go the chuffing river boats push- 
ing long barges of coal and freight. 

It is a city that poured out most of the great wetght of war 
weapons. Steel was the basis of all the great movements of war. 
Steel was what it fired. Steel was in its guns and tanks and planes. 
steel is the lifeblood of modern civilization, be it peace or war. 

And Pittsburgh gave them the steel. 

I do not know why it is the American industrial cities must be 
so dirty and grimy. I recall the clean neatness of the great Ger- 
man industrial Ruhr Valley. Its coal mines and its factories never 
seemd to bring ugliness and a pall of smoke and soot. But we 
started from scratch, uncaring, young and raw, and in a very great 
hurry, and we have not slowed down. (In 1860 there were fewer 
than 50,000 persons in Pittsburgh.) 

But no place in the world is so fabulous in its great production 
as Pittsburgh and the valleys that go off from it. No place at all, 
Hills From Kittaning, where the Pittsburgh Plate Glass Com- 

pany stretches for a full mile along the Allegheny River, 
there is a pleasant route which goes southward, by-passing Pitts- 
burgh, into West Virginia. 

It is as pretiy a route as one could want, going through the 
rolling hill country. Almost every valley is filled with smoke from 
furnace, mill or factory. One comes suddenly on small coal mines, 
operating hard by the roadside. One sees across the valleys the 


openings of larger operations. And always there is coal moving 
along the railroads, the rivers and roads. 


The hills still are green with grass in late October and dairy 
farms seem to thrive as neighbor to steel mills. America is a land 
flowing with many things, including milk and steel. 


Lewis America is. troubled, too. She is troubled because she 

does not believe she should be troubled. But she is. 
She is a little ashamed of the hysteria about meat. It was ridiculous 
for a nation which had never known hunger to become suddenly 
panic-stricken about steak. 


But, even so, the feeling of trouble and fretting worry remains. 


In West Virginia there are those who seem to know the mind 
of John L. Lewis and to worry about what they believe to be his 
consuming ambition ... to destroy the Truman administration be- 
cause it-is a holdover from Franklin D. Roosevelt; and to destroy 
the CIO and take what part of it he wants into the AFL, which 
he expects to head next year. 

That, say the coal miners, is all set. It will be William Green 
himself who, on retiring to an emeritus position, will elimb to his 
feet and put in nomination the name of John Llewellyn Lewis. 

Lewis, they say, sees that the nation is sick of strikes. He 
knows that Phil Murray and others are trying to hold down the 
steel and auto workers and make them present mild demands. 

He will, they believe, talk big, but really do little in N&évem- 
ber, egging on the steel and auto workers to go into a strike which 
they will lose. This will discredit the leadership and Lewis believes 
he can raid them. The strike will defeat Democratic candidates 
for the Senate, Kilgore and Brown, in November. And this Lewis 
mightily desires. 

Trouble is grist in the Lewis mill. 
power he alone remains arrogantly reckless. 

Apparently he is sure that a Republican victory, which he seeks, 
will not do anything to put labor in its place. 


} The Making Good 
Of ‘Red Rudensky 


James Tracy is editor of The Atlantan, maga- 
zine published by and for the fellows who are 
the more or less unwilling guests of Uncle Sam 


In the great fight for labor

at the hostel known as the U. S. Penitentiary. 


Tracy has a by-line article in the July-September issue of that 
publication which tells the story of Morris “Red’” Rudensky and 
the man who has helped him to re-establishment in the world “out- 
side” after release from prisons in which he, “Red,” spent 25 years 
of his life. The article is titled “The Road Back Isn’t Easy,” and it 
is the story of two men who have successfully made that trip. 


Rudensky was, in all probability, the best-known inmate of the 
big prison. That is, best-known outside the walls and best-known 
solely because of his own record as a prisoner. Others, of course, 
bore names, some of them, familiar because of the illegal things 
they had done on the outside, but Rudensky won his repute because 
he had climbed back to respect and a worthy life while inside. 


Former Editor Rudensky is one of Tracy s predecessors as 

editor of The Atlantan. His writings there 
attracted -a lot of attention. They carried force, salted with humor, 
and bespoke a keen evaluation of the man’s own relationship to 
the society which surrounded him. 

Many well-known Atlantans and visitors from other parts of the 
country have visited the pen. Almost always the prisoner who 
impressed himself most upon their memory was Rudensky. 

I remember, myself, when I went out there to speak at their 
Forum, the pride with which Rudensky showed me the printing 
equipment where they made The Atlantan, and how he boasted 
about the ability of his associates, artists who designed covers and 
illustrations, make-up men, compositors and writers. Not about 
himself, but about the others he talked. 

Not always was Rudensky the fine character he became in his 
later years of prison life. He had gone in a tough, youthful 
braggart, his attitude constantly in conflict with all authority, his 
actions inevitably making him a frequent inmate of solitary, a 
frequent object of prison discipline, 

I have heard how the change in Rudensky’s character came 
about largely because of the sympathy and friendship extended to 
him by the beloved Rabbi David Marx, who was a regular visitor 
to the prison. Somehow, the gentle reasonableness of Rabbi Marx 
broke through the hard, tough shell of the bad actor and made the 
man see how foolish his rebellion was. 


Anyway; whatever the cause, Rudensky became, instead of an 


irreconcilable, a prison character who was. an inspiration for good 


to all the rest. 


— Rudensky served 20 years in Federal prisons, 
Disappointment most of it at Atlanta. When he walked through 
the gates after his release, he was met by officers from/Hlinois 
and taken to that State to serve an old sentence of five years 
Despite his disappointment, however, “Red” went with them with 
a grin on his face. 

He served 18 months more in Illinois. Then, thanks to friends 
who had worked on his behalf, came final release at last. 

He stepped outside for good and made a new friend, Charles 
Allen Ward, President of Brown & Bigelow, the world’s largest 
manufacturers of calendars. 

This man Ward has been interested in helping deserving ex-con 
victs and he has led many through the difficult pewiod of readjust- 
ment to the outside world. 

The reason? Ward himself served a 10-year hitch in prison. 
It was there he met the late Herbert Huse Bigelow, then President 
of Brown & Biglow. Bigelow was himself in prison for some income 
tax errors. 

Today Rudensky holds a good position with the calendar-manu- 
facturing firm. He has received several promotions and increases 
in pay. Recently he came back to Atlanta as a visitor and called 
on Warden Sanford at the prison, 

He gave all the credit for his rehabilitation to the friends who 
had helped him and to Ward, who had given him a job when he 
was freed, 

I'm not trying to tell here details of the twin stories of these 
two men, Charles Allen Ward and Morris “Red” Rudensky. You 
can read it, if you are interested, in The Atlantan. James Tracy 
tells it better than I could. 

But it does, it seems to me, emphasize the truth that there is 
always good in the worst of us and that a man needs, more than 
anything else, an understanding and capable helper and guide when 
he comes out of prison.

Army, sporting a 19-0 decision 
over Duke last Saturday for its 
24th straight win, easily held onto 
first place in the Associated Press’ 
weekly poll of writers to rank the 
country’s gridiron powerhouses, 
while Notre Dame surged into a 
stronger grip on its second-place 
spot off its 41-6 romp over Iowa. 
Texas and Tennessee, surprise vic- 
lims of the week’s outstanding up- 
sets, sagged considerably. 

With the Longhorns and the 
Vols dropping to seventh and 
tenth, respectively, Pennsylvania’s 
ponderous Quaker machine moved 
into third place, from sixth, 
the University of California 
Los Angeles, unbeaten and untied 
|pace-setter of the Pacific Coast, 
| climbed one notch to fourth.
